Spanish Gnnboatu Are Kept Knsy Watch- 


ing the Cuban Coast. 


Havana, May 7.—The Spanish cruia- 


er Maria Cristina has captured at the 
mouth of the Mosquito river four light- 
ers of American construction. 
They 


had apparently been used in the land- 
ing of filibustering expeditions. Troops 
ashore captured 63 boxes of cartridges 
belonging to the filibusters. 


The escort of a railroad train run- 


ning between Tunas and Sancti Spirit- 
ns, province of Santa Clara, discov- 
ered another dynamite bomb on the 
rails with electric wires connected to 
it. This opportune discovery saved a 
passenger train from a most serious 
disaster.

Later 
the Satelite returned and rcconnoitered 
the coast in the vicinity of Guasinas, 
Paso Banao and harbor of Palo Alto. 
While so doing the gunboat sighted a 
detachment o£ insurgent cavalry, evi- 
dently awaiting the landing of a fili- 
bustering expedition. Fifteen shells 
were fired at the insurgent force, 
which thereupon dispersed.

must go idle. Falling prices always 
paralyzes business. 
Where strikers at- 


tempt to remedy the downward course 
of wages, the army of the unemployed 
rush in to take the situations vacated, 
and old employes take their places in 
the ranks of the unemployed. Such 
will be the condition of things BO long 
as the single gold standard prevails. 
If only those who put their necks in 
the yoke had to bear the ills flowing 
from their acts, perhaps we might say, 
with justice, that they are getting a 
merited punishment. But it is no com- 
pensation to the starving to know that 
he has a companion in misery responsi- 
ble for the condition of both. 
There is 


but one course to pursue. We must 
grin and bear it until an opportunity 
presents itself to remedy the wrong. It 
is useless to fight against the effects of 
the evil times that are upon us, until 
the cause is removed. The man who 
is making a living today is enjoying a 
measure of success not enjoyed by 
three-fourths of the people—most are 
just getting a mere subsistence. We 
know of institutions running for no 
other purpose than to hold the little 
trade for future business and to give 
employment enough to give a living to 
their workmen. The Times has re- 
frained from saying anything of -hard 
times in order not to discourage any 
person. 
Men in business need encour- 


agement now, if they ever did. They 
need all the sleep they can get. The 
lines along which,they must work'are 
not getting easier, but rather harder. 
The mad' scramble now going on for 
place and spoils does not indicate any 
economy in public expenditures. Sal- 
aries of the servants of the people are 
being increased in the very face of the 
hard times. 
Men who, in the common 


walks of life, earned from $400 to $600 
per annum, are now filching from the 
public treasury from $1,200 to nearly 
§4,000. Many are helping to pay these 
salaries from the meager wages of 50 
cents per day. That this-is an outrage- 
ous wrong all will admit, but none are 
strong enough to denounce it and en- 
force a reform at the ballot-box.

Evidence—Mart Hkiped Oat Before Otb- 


er ChsrgeB Were Filed Against Him 


—He Wont Run Into the Arm* of 


Schmltt Again. 


Mart Lawless, 
the Parkersburg 


santy-boat thief, apprehended and ar- 
rested here by Marshal Sohmitt about a 
week ago, had his preliminary hearing 
at Parkersburg Thursday. To the sur- 
prise of all, he was acquitted and the 
case dismissed. It seems convincing 
evidence was not brought out by the 
prosecution. 
There were no witnesses 


summoned who knew of any car being 
brokon into and none of them knew, of 
their own knowledge, that any goods 
had been stolen. Chief Mehen, • at 
whose instigation Marshal 
Sohmitt 


made the arrest, told how he had been 
led to believe Lawless was implicated 
and described the gooda found upon 
Lawleas's boat and also testified that 
he had found a number of persons 
along the river who had purchased 
goods similar to what had been stolen 
from the cars and which corresponded 
to that still found on Lawloss's boat. 


Some of the goods found were in 


court. Among the stuff was a new 
lantern and Capt. Mehen stated that he 
had found several persons to whom 
Lawless had sold similar lanterns. A 
case of a dozen lanterns, being shipped 
by R- L. Neal & Co., had been stolen 
and Mr. Neal, when put upon the stand 
stated that the lantern was of the same 
stlye as those he had lost in transit. 


J. T. Pedro, one of the B. & O. ship- 


ping clerks, testified to the goods in 
question having been loaded into the 
cars, but uould not say of his own 
knowledge that it had ever bean sealed 
or that any goods had been stolen 
from it. 


Andy Geiger, who lives on East 


Sixth street, in a house owned by Mrs. 
Lawless, (Martin's mother) and ad- 
joining her house, swore that one night 
during March a man had come to his 
house about 11 o'clock and asked if 
Martin Lawless lived there. 


Mrs. Geiger stated that after her 


husband had directed the man to Law- 
leas's house on the night in question, 
she had gotten up a few minutes after- 
wards, and, hearing a noise back of the 
house, had gone to a window, which is 
but a short distance from the B. & O. 
railroad track. 
A string of cais stood 


upou these tracks and the two men 
were engaged in opening the car door 
as she looked out. They had a dark 
lantern and began carrying boxes and 
packages from the oar into LawleHS1 
•ooai' house. 
The car seemed to be 


loaded with boxes and barrels. 


• Mrs. Burns, 
Lawless' Bister, told 


'her some days after, that the man who 
came on that night tiud made the mis- 
take in the house had brought some 
laundry for Martin, but that she 
wouldn't let him take it into the house 
and he had left it in the coal house. 


This was all the testimony the state 


oould offer, us a number of witnesses 
who had be«n summoned failed to ap- 
pear. J. F. Hutohmaon, the attorney 
for the B. & O., and Prosecuting At- 
torney Laird olaim to have more con- 
clusive evidence in reserve but deemed 
what they submitted sufficient to hold 
Lawless to answer before the grand 
jury. It is very probable that other 
warrants will bo lissued for Lawless 
and he will be arroated on other charges 
if he can bo found.

After Considerable t'anttic Comment on 


the Fart of Some of the Western Mem- 
bers, the Senate Sets at Naught the 
Plan of the Ex-President For Estab- 
lishing Forest Reservations. 
Washington, May 
7.—Hon. -T. 
F3. 


Sharretts, president of the board of 
United States general appraisers 
at 


New York, who has been summoned to 
Washington to advise the senate com- 
mittee on finance in relation' to the 
tariff bill, was asked for an opinion in 
regard to the amended bill as a reve- 
nue producer. 


He said: 
"In my opinion the bill 


•will produce sufficient revenue to meet 
the demands of the government. The 
duty on tea will aggregate at least 
?10,000,000, while the increase provided 
for by the tax on beer will amount to 
from $12,000,000 to ?14,000,000 more. 


"The increased duty on sugar will 


result in a material gain to the volume 
of revenue over that produced by the 
act of 1894. Indeed, this increase alone 
would be almost 
sufficient 
if times 


were prosperous to produce the addi- 
tional revenue necessary to 
support 


the government, as the deficiency un- 
der that act was due largely to the de- 
pressed conditions. 


"I estimate the increase of the duty 


on sugar over that of the Wilson law 
to amount on the average to about 35 
per cent. I do not believe that the in- 
creased rate will materially affect the 
volume of importations. 


"There will also be a large addition 


from wool. I think the increase from 
this source will exceed the possible 
decrease from 
the 
manufactures of 


wool due to the rates being prohibitive 


i on the lower grades of woolen mixed 
goods."

agreed to an amendment to the sun- 
dry civil bill, revoking the order of 
President Cleveland, made on Feb. 22 
last, establishing 
forest reservations 


aggregating 17,000,000 acres. The de- 
bate brought out much criticism of Mr. 
Cleveland's order. 


Senators Pettigrew, Wilson, Turner, 


Rawlins and White speaking against 
It. Mr. Gray 
(Del.) defended 
the 


course of the president, pointing out 
that it was the result of an inquiry au- 
thorized by congress and conducted by 
the national academy of science. 


Mr. Allison endeavored to have the 


amendment restricted 
so as to leave 


the question of revocation to the pres- 
ident, but he was defeated on a yea 
and nay vote, 14 to 32. Mr. Gorman 
made a point of order 
against 
the 


amndment, but his, being submitted to 
the senate, was defeated 23 to 25. 


The amendment was then agreed to 


without division. 


Mr. Rawlins of Utah declared that 


Mr. Cleveland's order was "as gross an 
outrage as that of William the Con- 
queror in getting aside his hunting 
preserves." The senator asserted that 
congress should immediately set aside 
this presidential ipsi dixit. When Mr. 
Gorman referred to a similar revoca- 
tion in the last sundry civil bill, which 
had been abandoned in conference, Mr. 
Pettigrew declared that the president 
had threatened to veto the entire sun- 
dry civil bill if that item was retained. 
Yielding to the president's threat, the 
provision had been abandoned." 


"And A president that would make 


such a threat," exclaimed Mr. Petti- 
grew, "is a disgrace to civilization and 
a disgrace to the republic." 


"It was so stated in committee," Mr. 


Pettigrew 
answered. 
It was well 


known, also, he said, that during the 
last four years the president menaced 
congress by threats.

Early Retreat of the Greeks 


From Pharsalos. 


ABE NOW STATIONED AT DOMOKOS. 


Kdem Pasha, Commander of the Ottoman 


Troops In ThesMly, Notifies the Turkish 
Mtntster of War That His Army, Aftci 
Fifteen Hoars of Fighting, Dislodged 
the Hellenic Soldiers. 
Athens, May 7.--The retreat began 


at 3 a. m., and the occupation of the 
new position at Domokos was finished 
at 10 o'clock . The Greeks burled their 
dead and conveyed 88 wounded, in- 
cluding five officers, to Lamia. 


General Smolensk! wired to Athens 


for instructions, and the government 
advised him to retreat. He remained 
at Velestino all night and was attacked 
by the Turks at 6 a. m. Hard fighting 
continued until late in the afternoon,

BATTLE OF 1'HAHSAtOS. 


The Turkish Artillery Inflict a 
Il.ca.vy 


Loss on the Greeks. 


Larissa, May 7.—A dispatch from 


Pharsalos describes the battle there: 
"A Turkish corps first appeared on the 
summit of Mount Tekke. From a for- 
midably intrenched position 
on the 


hillside they attacked the fourth regi- 
ment of Evzones about noon. The lat- 
ter" made a strong resistance, but were 
finally compelled to fall slowly back. 


The Turks then cannonaded and de- 


Btroyed the village of Ordskoni, which 
is about two hours' march north of 
Pharsalos. The crown prince having 
ordered tho entire army to draw up in 
line of battle, the 
Greeks advanced 


about 2 p. m. 


The Turks, numbering 30,000, imme- 


diately descended the slopes of Mount 
Tekke and planted batteries which be- 
gan to bombard the Greek regiments. 
Owing to superiority of weight 
the 


Turkish cannon inflicted heavy losses 
upon the Greeks, and especially near 
the station. 


The Turks continued to advance un- 


til they caire into close quarters, and 
then the crown prince decided to re- 
tire to more commanding positions. 


All the ammunition and supplies 


have been transported to Domokes, on 
the heights of which the Greek bat- 
teries are prepared for action. 
The 


Turks have burned the village of Ta- 
tari, and have massacred a priest and 
the entire family in the village of Di- 
oskani. 


5ng dispatch to the ministry of war: 
"The imperial army, while marching 
to Pharsalos met the enemy in the vil- 
lages of Soubathi, Souledji, Turco 
manli and Lamia. After a severe en- 
gagement lasting 
15 hours 
we dis- 


lodged them from their positions and 
and advanced to Pharsalos, which the 
imperial army has just victoriously oc- 
cupied." 


Dr. GlOen Will Enlist.

Holcomb acted favorably on the appli- 
cation of Dr. R. L. Giffen, surgeon gen- 
eral of Nebraska 
national guards,, 


granting him indefinite

the Greek army. Dr. Giffen some time 
since proffered his serives to the Greek 
government and is said to have re- 
ceived summons to embark at once. Dr. 
Giffen is known in eastern cities as a 
leading authority on surgery. 


Changes In Greek Army.

to send Colonel Vassos to

and Colonel Stratos, with a hew gen- 
eral staff, -will replace Colonel Manos 
in Epirus.

move the remaining inhabitants. The 
ammunition, stoves and food supplies 
have already been taken to Stylis. 


Greeks Compelled to Retire.

Officers and 
men In Epirus are bitterly displeased 
with the headquarters staff, and lately 
the soldiers have been plundering 
their compatriots."
